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MINTMASTER’S QUILL: An Editor’s Prerogative 


My Friends: 


As 2007 has now ended and 2008 commences, thoughts ring through the gray matter of my mind for with 
the end of 2007 that year measured my thirty-fifth (35th) year in and with organized numismatics, not much an 
anniversary and certainly not much that might cause one to pause and to ponder. 


But in these thirty-five years, I have witness some profound changes in our hobby, ‘this hobby of kings and 
king of hobbies’, like myself who went from joining one local coin club into joining over seventy-five numismatic 
organizations, from the local coin clubs in several states to the national and international associations. So for me, it 
has been consistency with the enhancement and enjoyment in ‘our world of money’. But in these thirty-five years, I 
have witness those profound changes, which until these are articulated in writing any coin hobbyist might not be 
aware or even comprehend what years and times has wrought. 


First, in my thirty-five years, the United States Mint has become the world’s largest and most present coin 
dealer. From just doing Proof Sets and Mint Sets and fighting commemorative coinages, just look at what your latest 
United States Mint Catalog or advertising now in the national media has brought. The United States Mint now does 
its own catalog. Thirty-five years ago, it did simple order forms generated by an office draftsman using a LeRoy 
Lettering Device! 


Second, exercising its sovereign power, under Article I, Section 8, Clause 5 of the Constitution, the United 
Stats Congress has now become----for whatever financial inducements and political realities coupled with the power 
of special interests and lobbying----the strongest force and factor in our nation’s coinage and into the pocket books, 
wallets, purses, and swiping of credit cards of coin hobbyists. Thirty-five years ago, any discussion about our coins 
in the halls of Congress was pigeon-holed and tabled. 


Third, numismatics----centuries old and traditional plus the trait and the pursuit of the educated and elite-- 
--has now become two or three versions. There still remains ‘organized numismatics’, the segment that has been my 
commitment and devotion since August 7, 1972. Yet, there is now the ‘commercial numismatics’, the business and 
auction house segment that any reading of COIN WORLD or NUMISMATIC NEWS or THE NUMISMATIST 
confirms. Numismatics is now a business. 


There still also remains the third segment, ‘the coin community’----to use the term promoted by Robert F. 
Fritsch of New Hampshire----or as | address it ‘fraternal numismatics’, that segment that has always been----and 
hopefully shall always be----the fellowship, camaraderie, enjoyment, and quality times among those with a kindred 
avocation. For those, who think and believe globally----which itself another major impact on ‘our world of money’-- 
--this ‘fraternal numismatics’ continues to enthrall and to excite. 


Any coin hobbyist can conclude the ramifications from these musings plus changes and what the next 
thirty-five, or any measure of time, might witness. 


Ending, the onslaught of ‘commercial numismatics’----with allies in the investment houses and halls of 
Congress----shall be the greatest issue confronting our hobby, ‘our hobby of kings and king of hobbies’, in the next 
decades. My thoughts here offer little as to what might be or what should be, from this onslaat t. My eyes have 
witness changes, and my mind reflects. Though, in closing, the common denominator shales n, as I once wrote, 
before, ‘people collect coins; coins do not collect people’. Remember: Have Fun With ur Hobby! Always 
Serve Others! Enjoy Your Collecting! And, Create Hope! i

Individual Members have preference also over non-members or former Individual Members. The ‘Miller Medal’ is 
also for individuals, not any organizations or identities

United States Silver Dollar, which is a fantasy made sometime after 1804 for presentation to several 
dignitaries, nevertheless will sell immediately when it comes on the market even though there may be 
several dozen pieces known. In contrast, one can purchase an 1804 George III English Bank Dollar for 
many thousands less, although it too is popular because of its 1804 date.” Another: “Coins that have 
‘sizzle’ include the shekel of Tyre, attributed to be one of the ‘thirty pieces of silver’ supposedly given to 
Judas for betraying Jesus. Reality is that is not really the coin that would have been circulating in that area 
of the world at that time. Also, the bronze Tiberius ‘Tribute Penny’ is a coin that portrays a later Caesar, 
not the one that should have been pictured. However, mentioning the ‘thirty pieces of silver’ or the 
‘tribute penny’ means that these coins will readily sell for more money than if none of the ‘sizzle’ 
attributes had never been mentioned.” Additional: “Steve ended his well photographed presentation with 
two local San Francisco pieces, one of Maggie Kelly, a notorious lady in San Francisco’s Barbary Coast, 
and the equally notorious 1000" Meeting Commemorative PCNS Medal, which has a ‘sizzle’ all its own, 
or not!
